"Let Narberth be the pioneer bor- 
ough in Pennsylvania to have a plan- 
ning commission," Walter A. Fox, 
chairman of the citizens' Public Im- 
provements Committee, urged upon 
Borough Council Monday night at the 
conclusion of the group's report read 
by Burgess John R. Hall. 

While many projects were discussed 
in the report, the Borough Planning 
Commission was the principal recom- 
mendation of the committee after 
four months' research. 

The committee, appointed by the 
burgess in February, consists of Fox, 
T. Noel Butler, Frank A. Schrepfer 
and Robert C. Collins, who were pres- 
ent at the council session, and also 
J. J. Cabrey, Ralph S. Dunne and Dr. 
O. J. Snyder. 

Discussion on the report indicated 
that council favors the Planning Com- 
mission and that an ordinance will be 
prepared authorizing the body. The 
report was referred to the Ordinance 
and Law Committete of which Roland 
Fleer is chairman. 

Mr. Schrepfer suggested to council 
that in framing the ordinance the 
commission be given as wide powers 
as possible. "Council, after all," he 
said, "has a final veto power over such 
a body by refusing appropriations for 
work it does not approve." Limited 
powers would merely hamstring such 
a group, he held. 

As outlined by the report "such a 

j Planning Commission would serve 

without compensation and would be 

empowered to employ engineers, town 

planning authorities, etc." 

The report, in part, follows: 

"Narberth is unique in its location 
in the center of a large residential 
area the communities of which for the 
most part depend upon the facilities 
of adjacent towns for domestic sup- 
ine! services.

Safety Lanes 

Editor, Our Town: 

Those of us who have occasion to 
walk about the business section of 
Narberth may note with considerable 
satisfaction, the wider safety lanes 
and wider white lines which the bor- 
ough has provided for the safety of 
pedestrians. 

These cross walks, or safety lanes, 
at street intersections and a few other 
convenient places, are distinctly for 
the benefit of pedestrians who have 
occasion to cross the street, and 
proper appreciation should be shown 
the Borough Council for their thought- 
fulness in providing them. 

This appreciation may best be 
shown by using the safety lanes al- 
ways when crossing the street. "Jay- 
walking" is dangerous alike to pedes- 
trians and drivers of cars. 

A pedestrian crossing in a lane pro- 
vided for the purpose is entitled to 
all consideration from drivers of ve- 
hicles, and when a pedestrian has 
started to cross in a safety lane, ve- 
hicle traffic should halt until the 
pedestrian is safely across. Pedes- 
trians cannot claim this consideration 
when they "jay-walk" or dart across 
from behind parked cars, etc. 

In Pasadena, where I spent some 
time last summer, safety lanes are 
provided, such as we now have in 
Narberth, at all important intersec- 
tions, and in that city there is a fine 
of three dollars imposed on a driver 
who fails to halt when a pedestrian is 
in a safety lane, and there is also a 
fine of three dollars imposed on a 
pedestrian who "jay-walks" and fails 
to use the safety lane when crossing 
the street. 

These markings are done at con- 
siderable expense and for the sole 
purpose of our safety and conveni- 
ence. Let us show our appreciation 
to the borough authorities and secure 
the greatest measure of safety for 
ourselves by using the lanes when 
crossing the street.

New Trade-Mark But Same 
Management, Transit Offi- 
cials State 



Questions have been pouring into 
the travel bureau at the 69th St.-Gar- 
rett Road Terminal asking about the 
new Red Arrow Lines insignia which 
has recently been placed on all rail- 
cars and buses operated by the Phila- 
delphia Suburban Transportation Co.
